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ANS  MODERN  CURATOR  APPOINTED 


John  M.  Kleeberg  has  been  selected  as 
the  Society’s  Assistant  Curator  of  Modern 
Coins  and  Currency,  effective  February 
13,  1990.  The  appointment  was 

announced  by  ANS  Chief  Curator  William 
E.  Metcalf  following  the  meeting  of  the 
Society’s  Council  on  January  20.  The 
position,  previously  held  by  William  L. 
Bischoff,  had  been  vacant  since  last  May. 

Kleeberg  received  his  B.A.  from  Yale 
University  in  1979  in  history  and  classics. 
He  then  spent  almost  nine  years  in 
England  with  annual  visits  to  West 
Germany  and  other  parts  of  the  continent 
including  East  Germany.  Having 
consulted  more  than  20  European  archival 
holdings  such  as  the  Bundesarchiv  Koblenz 
and  the  Zentrales  Staasarchiv  in  Potsdam 
and  Merseburg,  he  also  did  research  in  the 
most  important  business  archives  (such  as 
Krupp,  Mannesmann,  Sal.  Oppenheim 


Jr.  and  Cie)  and  mining  archives  (i.e. 
Bochum  and  Clausthal).  In  addition,  he 
examined  collections  of  important  papers 
held  in  the  U.S.  at  major  institutions  such 
as  Harvard  and  Brandeis.  In  1988  he 
received  a  D.Phil.  in  modern  history  from 
St.  Catherine’s  College,  Oxford 
University,  on  “The  Disconto-Gesellschaft 
and  German  Industralization:  A  Critical 
Examination  of  the  Career  of  a  German 
Universal  Bank,  1851-1914.” 

Kleeberg  inherited  a  love  of  old  books 
from  his  grandfather  and  has  a  modest 
collection  of  eighteenth  century  tomes. 
Recently  he  has  refocused  his  collection  on 
volumes  dealing  with  economic  history  and 
banking.  He  was  shy  when  asked  about 
naming  a  prized  possession,  but  was  quite 
content  to  mention  an  Elzevir  edition  of 
Velleius  Paterculus  dated  1649.

Coin  Rooms  Closed 

The  long-awaited  renovation  program  at 
the  ANS,  made  possible  by  the  success  of 
the  Society’s  Development  Campaign,  is 
now  under  way.  Areas  of  the  building 
directly  affected  include  all  the  coin  rooms 
and  the  East  Exhibition  Hall. 

The  coin  rooms  will  remain  inaccessible 
to  visitors  at  least  until  the  middle  of  May 
according  to  the  contractor’s  schedule. 
This  temporary  inconvenience  will  be 
more  than  offset  by  the  new  facilities  which 
promise  much  improved  conditions  for 
both  the  staff  and  visitors  working  direct¬ 
ly  with  the  collections. 

New  Multipurpose  Area 

Redesign  of  the  East  Hall  will  provide 
an  area  adaptable  to  a  variety  of  purposes. 
The  principal  use  will  continue  to  be  the 
display  of  short-term  exhibits  on  topical 
themes.  In  addition,  the  gallery  will  be

equipped  as  an  auditorium  for  small  con¬ 
ferences.  Newly  installed  security  provi¬ 
sions  and  the  proximity  of  the  area  to  coin 
rooms  will  also  permit  “hands-on” 
workshops  involving  objects  from  the  col¬ 
lections.  This  will  prove  particularly 
valuable  during  the  period  of  the  Society’s 
Graduate  Seminar  in  Numismatics  where 
it  is  frequently  necessary  for  the  students 
to  exhibit  specific  coins  during  group 
discussions. 

Meetings  Scheduled 

Two  public  meetings  are  scheduled  to 
take  place  at  the  ANS  during  the  renova¬ 
tion  period.  On  March  24,  the  Society  will 
honor  Keiichi  Uryu  as  its  Saltus  Medalist. 
The  day  will  also  include  an  illustrated  ad¬ 
dress  by  Julia  Meech  and  the  opening  of 
a  special  exhibit  on  the  Japanese  medal.

BENNINGTON  STUDENTS 
AT  ANS 

As  in  past  years,  the  ANS  participated 
in  the  Field  Work  program  of  Bennington 
College.  All  Bennington  students  spend  the 
months  of  January  and  February  in  a  work 
situation  which  is  intended  to  give  them 
practical  knowledge  of  the  working  world 
and  help  them  integrate  the  theory  and 
practice  of  their  studies.  This  year  four 
students  spent  their  Field  Work  term  at  the 
Society,  helping  with  the  computerized  in¬ 
ventory  of  the  collection  in  specific  areas 
of  coinage. 

Emre  Azizlerli,  a  sophomore  from  Istan¬ 
bul,  worked  with  Michael  L.  Bates  on  our 
collection  of  Ottoman  and  later  Turkish 
coins,  medals,  and  decorations.

Duncan  Dunscombe,  a  freshman  from 
Freeport,  ME,  was  supervised  by  Alan  M. 
Stahl  as  he  worked  with  the  Society’s 
strong  collection  of  Crusader  coinage. 
Dunscombe  inventoried  the  historical  col¬ 
lection  according  to  the  new  attributions 
in  D.M.  Metcalf  s  catalogue  of  the  Oxford 
collection  and  integrated  into  the  trays  the 
several  hundred  Crusader  coins  donated  in 
1987  by  Paul  Z.  Bedoukian,  which  include 
many  issues  previously  not  represented  in 
our  collection,  especially  the  mint  of 
Tripolis. 

Also  working  with  Stahl  was  Jackie  Kin- 
ner,  a  senior  from  Oaklyn,  NJ,  who  is  ma¬ 
joring  in  French  and  medieval  literature. 
She  inventoried  the  collection  of  French 
seigneurial  coinage,  an  area  for  which  the 
literature  is  sparse  and  outdated.  She  also 
integrated  French  issues  from  the 
Bedoukian  gift,  which  appear  to  be  from 
Crusader  contexts,  into  the  collection. 

Andrew  Kolovos,  a  freshman  from  Mill 
Neck,  NY,  worked  under  Carmen  Arnold- 
Biucchi  in  the  Greek  department  inven¬ 
torying  the  collection  of  Phoenician  coins 
from  before  the  time  of  Alexander  III 
through  the  Roman  period.  These  coins 
are  of  particular  interest  in  that  many  of 
them  bear  a  year  of  issue. 

Valuable  Experience 

The  students  summed  up  their  ex¬ 
perience  by  saying  “In  the  end,  we  feel 
that  the  work  we  did  for  the  ANS  is 
valuable  to  numismatists,  collectors,  and 
those  who  for  their  own  work  draw  on  the 
resources  of  the  collection.  The  simple  act 
of  cataloguing  and  categorizing  is 
necessary  for  any  science.”

interested  in  Turkish  numismatics  and 
took  early  retirement  so  he  could  visit  the 
great  collections  of  Turkish  coins  held  in 
other  countries. 

When  Oiler’s  first  book  was  published 
about  the  silver  coins  of  the  last  six 
Ottoman  sultans,  it  created  an  immediate 
interest  in  collecting  Turkish  coins.  In  all 
he  published  14  books  and  over  40  articles 
on  various  aspects  of  Turkish  numismatics. 
His  original  work  was  expanded  to  a  four 
volume  set  appearing  between  1978  and 
1989;  other  works  treated  the  coinage  of 
the  Aydinoglu  and  Karamanids,  Mahmud 
II,  and  included  a  catalogue  of  the  coins 
in  the  Turkish  State  Museum. 

ANS  Associate  Member 

An  ANS  member  since  1972,  Ol^er 
became  president  of  the  Turkish  Numis¬ 
matic  Society  in  1976  and  launched  a 
bulletiin  in  which  members  published 
articles  on  Islamic  coins  and  paper  money. 
In  1980  he  was  appointed  General  Director 
of  Museums  and  Antiquities  by  the  prime 
minister,  holding  that  position  until  the 
change  of  government.  When  the  twenty- 
seventh  issue  of  the  numismatic  club’s 
bulletin  appeared  last  December,  it 
contained  yet  another  article  by  him. 

Ciineyt  Oiler’s  work  and  dedication  to 
his  specialized  field  of  numismatics  has 
earned  him  the  respect  and  admiration  ot 
fellow  numismatists  everywhere.

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LOWICK’S  ABBASID  CORPUS 

In  the  last  ANSNewsletter  an 
announcement  by  Sotheby’s  was 
published.  We  have  recently  heard  from 
them  that  the  sale  of  coins  that  they 
planned  to  sponsor  this  spring  to  raise 
funds  for  the  publication  of  Nicholas 
Lowick’s  work  on  Abbasid  coinage  has 
been  postponed  to  their  October  1990 
auction. 

According  to  Tom  Eden,  deputy 
director  of  the  Department  of  Coins  and 
Medals,  a  number  of  valuable  pieces  have 
already  been  received  and  they  “hope  to 
add  to  these  to  ensure  strong  support  for 
the  publication  of  the  corpus.”  Coins  for 
this  auction  will  be  accepted  by  Sotheby’s 
through  the  end  of  June. 


CHARLES  M.  WORMSER,  78 

Charles  M.  Wormser,  a  member  of  the 
ANS  for  57  years  until  his  resignation  in 
1989,  died  February  10,  1990,  at  age  78. 
Wormser,  a  Society  Fellow  since  1941,  was 
a  well  known  New  York  coin  dealer  and 
a  loyal  supporter  of  the  ANS.  He  retired 
as  President  of  the  New  Netherlands  Coin 
Company  in  1978  and  shortly  thereafter 
moved  to  Hamden,  Connecticut. 

Wormser  Lecture  Sponsor 

Wormser  provided  the  funds  for  the  an¬ 
nual  Moritz  Wormser  Memorial  Lecture 
at  the  ANS.  These  public  lectures,  spon¬ 
sored  each  fall  in  memory  of  his  father, 
spanned  12  years  between  1966  and  1977 
and  enabled  the  Society  to  invite  many  of 
the  leading  scholars  in  the  discipline  to  ad¬ 
dress  the  Saturday  audience.

ANS  members  holding  the  1989  and  the 
1990  Publication  Subscriptions  will  see  the 
fruits  of  their  patience  in  the  coming 
months.  The  two  publications  scheduled 
for  distribution  under  the  1989  subscrip¬ 
tion  are  nearing  completion.  The  first  of 
these  is  Carmen  Arnold-Biucchi’s  The  Ran- 
dazzo  Hoard  1980  and  Sicilian  Chronology  in 
the  Early  Fifth  Century  B.C.,  ANSNS  18. 
The  other,  in  the  NNM  series,  is  Ann 
Johnston’s  continuation  of  her  work  on 
Metapontum.  She  had  edited  and  emend¬ 
ed  the  two  volumes  of  Sydney  P.  Noe’s  The 
Coinage  of  Metapontum,  which  the  ANS 
issued  as  a  single  volume  in  1984.  She  has 
since  gone  on  to  create  a  separate  work 
continuing  the  study  of  this  series  with  The 
Coinage  of  Metapontum,  part  3,  ANSNNM 
164. 

For  holders  of  the  1990  Publication 
Subscription,  two  books  are  in  prepara¬ 
tion.  One  of  these  is  A  Hoard  from  Eastern 
Parthia,  ANSNNM  165,  by  Heidimarie 
Koch.  This  study  analyzes  a  hoard  of  266 
bronzes,  247  of  which  are  from  nor¬ 
theastern  Parthian  mints  dating  from  ca. 
38  B.C.  to  the  last  half  of  the  second  cen¬ 
tury  A.D.;  the  remaining  coins  are  from 
a  southwestern  mint.  The  other  volume  to 
be  released  at  the  end  of  1990  is  Margaret 
Thompson’s  continuing  study  of  the 
coinage  of  Alexander.  Alexander's  Drachm 
Mints  2.  Lampsacus  and  Abydus  complements 
the  author’s  1983  study  ot  Sardes  and 
Miletus.

Library  Notes 

Among  those  who  have  visited  the 
Library  recently  are  Rafael  J.  Feria  y 
Perez,  Director  of  the  Museo  de  la  Casa 
de  la  Moneda,  Madrid,  who  was  interested 
in  studying  the  Library’s  arrangement. 
During  his  visit,  Mr.  Feria  y  Perez 
presented  two  fine  volumes  to  the  collec¬ 
tion.  These  were  Carlos  III y  La  Casa  de  La 
Moneda  and  El  grabado  a  buril  en  La  Espaha 
ilustrada:  Manuel  Salvador  Carmona.  Harald 
Salvesen  of  Drobak,  Norway,  utilized  the 
Library’s  holdings  on  Greek  coinage,  and 
Prof.  James  E.  Packer  of  the  Department 
of  Classics,  Northwestern  University, 
made  extensive  use  of  the  auction 
catalogue  holdings  in  verifying  references 
for  an  upcoming  work  on  Roman  coins. 

The  publisher  Pierre  Zech  of  Paris  has 
presented  the  Library  with  a  volume  en¬ 
titled  Hommes  et  richesses  dans  l ’empire  byzan- 
tine  IV- VII  siecle  in  the  series  “Realites 
Byzantines.”  In  it,  some  20  authors  offer 
a  fresh  view  of  some  of  the  demographic, 
commercial,  and  numismatic  aspects  of  the 
late  Roman  and  early  Byzantine  period. 
Cabinet  Numismatique  Albuquerque, 
which  routinely  sends  the  Library  copies 
of  its  auction  sales  has  recently  sent  two 
new  publications  which  it  offers  for  sale. 
These  are  Encyclopedic  pratique  de  numismati¬ 
que  et  de  finances  royales,  1610-1792 ,  Vol.  1 , 
by  Frederic  Droulers  and  Recueil  des  mon- 
naies  de  la  revolution,  1789-1804,  by  Alain 
Brandon.  From  Yugoslavia,  the  Library 
has  received  a  festschrift  dedicated  to  the 
numismatist  Alexander  Jelocnik.  Edited  by 
Peter  Kos  and  Zeljko  Demo,  the  vulume 
is  entitled,  Studia  Numismatica  Labacensia.  In 
a  richly  illustrated  volume  published  by 
Munz  Zentrum  of  Cologne,  Gunther  Felke 
offers  a  detailed  catalogue  of  the  gold 
coinage  of  the  Electors  of  the  Rhein 
District.  Entitled  Die  Goldprdgungen  der 
rheinischen  Kurfursten  1346-1478,  some 
1,513  coins  are  described.  Other  publica¬ 
tions  received  include  Collecting  Roman 
Coins,  by  Michael  J.  Kiely  and  David  Van 
Meter  and  Hong  Kong  Coin  &  Paper  Money 
Catalogue,  by  Steven  Tan. 

In  recent  months  the  Library  has  in¬ 
itiated  several  exchange  agreements.  As  a 
result  of  these,  the  Library  will  receive 
copies  of  the  journals  Cahiers  Numismatiques, 
published  by  the  Societe  D’Etudes 
Numismatiques  et  Archeologiques,  Der
